An Artifloial Lake Ono Mila "vfid-s 
and Fivo 2£iles Longr tor a 
Rosorvolr 

The water supply of Liverpool has 
been the deopest seated trouble of that 
great and splendid city. 

On tho 14th of last month the Earl 
of Powit laid tho first stone of a work 
that is intentlod to afford the city a 
perpetual supply of water from the 
mountains of Wales. 

The scheme is to create an artiticial 
lake one mile wide and five miles long 
for a reservoir, then to tunnel a moun- 
tain two milos, and send the water to 
Liverpool. 

The embankment to confine the wa- 
ter is to be something prodigious. An 
English account says : 

"This retaining embankment, which 
dams up the lower end of a natural 
valley in the Berwyn Mountains, will 
be a stupendous structure of (in this 
country) unique character. The usual 
mode of construction adopted in arti- 
ficial reservoirs is to pile up a broad and 
massive earthwork,through the heart of 
which runs a wall of puddled clay to 
render it watertight. This cumbrous 
and primitive system is not to be pur- 
sued in the present instance. There 
will be no earthwork and ' puddle 
trench,' but the embankment wi'l bo 
constructed of solid masonry, with 
ponderous buttresses to give it strength 
and support. It is claimed for this 
design, which is common in the old 
works of the Continent, that it will 
afford greater safety and certainty 
than the earthwork embankment to 
which we are accustomed in this coun- 
try, and also that it makes less en- 
crouchuient on the internal capacity of 
the reservoir. The creation of this 
artificial lake is the principal feature 
of the works. It is not easy to give in 
a popular form an idea of its capacity, 
but it may be said it will contain of 
water available for Liverpool an aggre- 
gate of 1 1,00() millions of gallons, and 
that the works, when completed, will 
be aqual to furnishing a daily supply 
of 52 million gallons per day. 

" The site of the artificial lake is 
about six miles to the southeast of Balit 
Lake; over the Bwlch-y-Groes Pass, and 
consists of a long, narrow tract of val- 
ley land, at an elevation of 780 feet 
above the sea level. It is inclosed, ex- 
cept at the nether end, by the high, 
rugged, silurian rocks of the district, 
and strong presumption is that at a re- 
mote period it was a lake similar in 
dimensions of that of Bala, to which it 
has a closo resemblance in formation 
and area. Into this valley flow 
innumerable streams and rivulets from 
the mountain sides, which unite to 
form the river Tyrnwy. At its lower 
end the valley narrows to a breadth of 
only 300 yards, through which the 
river flows through a deep, rocky gorge, 
and at this point the retaining otnbank- 
meut will be constructed, the rocks on 
either side forming natural support fi r 
the struc.uie. This will be the priiui 
pal engineering work to be performed 
In order to obtain a solid foundation 
strong enough to carry so heavy a sup 
erstructure, and also to be impervious 
to water, the embankment will be sunk 
to tha depth of about 10 feet below the 
present earth level, and will be built 
upward to afurtherhightof 81 feet above 
the present valley bottom, making the 
uggregato bight of the masonry about 
1 '20 feet from the base of the parapet. 
Its width at the base will be over 100 
feet, which will gradually recede until 
at the top it forms a carriage road and 
footway 17 feet wide. The water, 
which the corporation are still required 
to pour into the bed of the Vyrnwy, 
will be discharged through culverts in 
the lower portion of the embankment, 
theseculvertsbeing controlled by sluices, 
and when tho lake becomes surcharged 
with water the surplus will pass away 
through perforations in the upper lines 
of tho embankment. The arean of the 
watershed which natuaally drains into 
Lake Vyrnwy, is 17,583 acres, the 
freehold of tho greater portion of wine 
has already been purchased by tho cor- 
poration in order to provide against the 
possibility of contamination by mining, 
quarrying, "or otheroperations in the d is 
tiict. The watershed, it is anticipated, 
will suffice for the requiroments of 
Livorpoolfor many years, but whenever 
the necessity arises for extension theie 
are two subsidiary schemes in reserve. 
Thtse consist in turning the rivers L'on- 
wav ami Marclmant into the Vyrnwy, 
thereby increasing the watershed by 
4,417 acres, and all the plans are pre- 
pared with a view of utilizing this fur- 
tlier supplyassoon as necessity requires. 
In that caso the total watershed will 
amount to 22,000 acres, which is as- 
sumed to ho ample for all time, and the 
quality of the water is described by the 
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analysis as being the purest ami best 
for potable purposes. The is sufficiently 
high to allow its contents to How to 
Liverpool by natural gravitation. In 
a direct line the distance between 
Liverpool and Vyrnwy is 4G miles, but 
the intervening county is so mount 
aineous and irregular that the actual 
Jength of the aqueduct will be 07 
miles." 

The aqueduct is to be constructed to 
unite with the existing reservoir and 
distributing service.

STEAMSHIP CAPTAIN. 

Ttie ; SeH.ttlo Intelligencer devotes 
ne arly'a column to the consideration of 
a' charge 'preferred' agtinst Capt. Morse 
of the steamship 'Dakota, who ia ac- 
cused of having enteral and cleared 
hia vessel at Paget Sotlitd ports while 
on a recent voyage knowing well at the 
time tkat thore was a case of small 
pox on i board. The case .referred to 
was that of a young man named Davis, 
a iteorage passenger, lie was atllicted 
wjth the disease in its most malignant 
form, and shortly after )>uing landed at 
Seattle he diod. The disease lias since 
spread and several deaths have result- 
ed. The Intelligencer goes very fully 
into tho case and produces a com 
uiunication from Dr. Jackson, health 
officer at Victoria, to Dr. T. T. Minor, 
health officer of Washington Territory. 
Dr. Jackson writes : 

"I have to stale that on the evening 
of July 24th I was called to see a man 
who gave his name as Davis, and statod 
that ho arrived on tho Dakota that morn- 
ing, and judged his to be a case of .small 
pox, and reported to the quarantine offi- 
cer that to tho best of my opinion a case 
(if smallpox had arrivod on said steamer. 
Mr. Hamley, the collector of customs, 
sent for Capt. Morse, and in my presence 
informed him of my statement, (.'apt. 
Morse said he was not aware of any sick- 
ness on tho boat. J wont to see the man 
again at 2 p.m. , and was informed that 
he had left and gone over to tho Sound 
on tho Dakota.'' 

This communication is followed by a 
letter from Dr. Ml NOR, who narrates 
the steps that were taken upon the 
arrival of the steamship at Port Town- 
send from Victoria to ascertain if there 
was a sick man on board. Dr. Mixort 
states that Capt. Mouse informed biro 
that some one in Victoria bad said 
there was a case of scarletina or some- 
thing among the passengers, but that 
ho did not know who the patient was. 
The vessel was then searched in every 
part, but the sick man was not found, 
and Captain Morse expressed tho con- 
viction that he must have left the ship 
at Victoria. Subsequent events show- 
ed that the sick man icvs on board 
when the vessel was searched and that 
he was landed at Seattle. Dr. Minoh 
adds that the Dakota brought a . lean 
bill of health from Victoria, and it is 
hard to reconcile this fact with the 
statement that the customs officers at 
this place were notified there was 
a case of««smaU-pox on board. It is 
charitable' to suppose that both the 
Victoria customs officers and Captain 
MortSE believed that the man was not 
suffering from small pox, and, at any 
rate, that they were under the impres- 
sion that he left the ship at, this port. 
The fact of the issue of a clean bill of 
health to the Dakota goes a long way 
towards exculpating Captain tVlORSE, 
who has a well-earned reputation for 
humanity in the treatment of passen 
gers and crew. We earnestly hope 
that the matter will be explained in a 
satisfactory way to all concerned. 

RUSSIA AND rillSA. 

Russia is creeping slowly u| China. 

Each year the outposts are extended 
and fortified and the Bear prepares tor 
another onward movement. The war- 
cloud which until recently threatened 
to envelop both nations has blown 
over, and a new treaty has just been 
ratified. By the terms of this treaty 
.Russia retains a portion of the Kuldjn 
territory, extending to the river Kor- 
gos and continued by an imaginary line 
stretching to Thian Shan I 'bain. This 
district is destined to receive all in- 
habitants who may chose to adopt the 
Russian nationality, which they are at 
liberty to do until tho moment of the 
surrender of territory. Surrender is to 
lie affected immediately after news of 
ratification of the treaty is received at 
KLuldja. China grants complete am 
nesty to all inhabitants of Kuldja who 
mav have been politically compromised 
by their conduct during the occupation. 
Tho valley of the Hi is restored to 
China. Zongari, which Russian vex 
sols had the right of navigating up to a 
certain point, again becomes independ- 
ent. Russian vessels will be tolerated 
on it as before the Chung flow treaty. 
Frontier.'; on the east of Lake Sizean 
will be rectified so as to separate Rus- 
sian Kirgis from Chinese Kirgis. Rus- 
sia secures an indemnity of nine mil- 
lion roubles in specie for the cost of 
occupation -and damages to Russian 
merchants, who are then to withdraw. 
All this is in the political treaty. The 
eomiuerieal convention provides that 
Russians are to be entitled to trade 
freely on both slopes of the Thian Shan 
as far as the great wall. A tariff will 
he drawn when commerce is established 
on a regular basis and at Thian Shan 
a Russian consulate may be stationed 
and an accession granted to Thioya 
Kiran gate, which at this point gives 
access through the wall to eighteen 
provinces of China. Russian caravans 
will have to slop there at present. 
They are allowed to proceed as far as 
Hankou, on the Yangtsc Ksang. litis 
sia is atao to have a consul at Urga or. 
the Mongolian frontier, and Russians 
are to have the right of opening a 
goods station between Keanehta and 
Titian Shan. 

THE SANDWICH TSI.A NDS. 

, A few days ago wo gave currency to 
a rumor that tho 'somewhat hurried 
departure of II. M. S. Gannet for the 
Sandwich Islands was due to the re- 
ceipt of information that the United 
States are about to extend a protector- 
ate over the little kingdom. It is 
understood that the flagship Triumph 



and the war ships of other nations will 
rendezvous at Honolulu. The New 
York World of the '20th iust, com- 
menting upon the visit of Ring 
Kalakuha to Europe, says that if 
the Sandwich Islands "ar« to be orased 
from the list of independent nations, 
tho United States neither ought to nor 
will permit them to pass under any 
sovereignty except >ur own. On that 
point it is" to be I, ped that President 
Garfield and Secretary Blaine may 
have made themselves as explicitly un- 
derstood in Hut ope as we learn from 
Gen. Noyes that they have done in tho 
matter of our relations with the United 
States of Colombia and the Isthmus of 
Panama." We are not surprised at the 
sentiment expressed by the World. It 
is shared by many intelligent Ameri- 
cans and the acquisition of the Sand- 
wich Islands by any power save the 
United States would be regarded by 
them with great disfavour. As pre- 
sent the Islands are little more than a 
state of the republic. The number of 
American residents is rapidly increas- 
ing and the existence of reciprocity is 
rapidly giving the Americans great in- 
fluence there. The destiny of the 
Sandwich Islands is already assured, 
liefore the lapse of many years it will 
gravitate into the American union. 

SIR CHARLES TUf'PEL' 

The D. (i. steamer Sir .lames Doug 
las, Captain Devehealx, sailed for Seat- 
tle yesterday at one ]>. in., there to re- 
ceive on board Sir Ohari.es IYppkk 
and party, who reached Seattle last 
evening. The Sir. James Douglas will 
arrive at the wharf al an eailv hour 
this morning. Sir Charles and Lady 
Tcpper will proceed immediately to 
Armidale, residence of Senator Mac- 
DONALD, whose guests they will be dur- 
ing their stay in this eity. The civic 
address will probably be presented to 
day. There is a manifest desire on the 
part of all to assist in making the time 
spent by Sir Chaklks and Lady Tup 
hen in the province pass as pleasantly 
as possible. It is to be regretted that 
ministerial visits to British Columbia 
are not more frequent. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. IS. — In the commons 
debate on motion to go into supply 
continued. Forster, chief secretary 
for Ireland, in his speech said that no 
body was more anxious than the gov- 
ernment to release the laud league 
prisoners, but before this is done they 
j must be convinced that peace and or- 
der could be maintained without re 
sort to exceptional powers. If influen- 
tial men in Ireland would follow Arch- 
bishop Croke's example, there would 
soon he an end to all difficulty. Let. 
them give the land bill a fair trial, and 
if they had a fair trial the government 
would be willing to concur in an ap- 
peal made to abandon the powers grant 
ed under the coercion act. 

Clorman, home ruler, expressed the 
opinion that there could never be un- 
ion between Kngland and Ireland until 
the clique at Dublin Castle was raised, 
bag and baggage. 

Gladstone said that the government 
had been asked why they did not sub- 
mit the case of those who offended 
against the law to the tribunes of the 
country. This was exactly what bad 
been done ; but such was the state of 
Ireland that its judicial system was 
tendered nugatory. The government 
would be only too glatl if they saw that 
the time had arrived to release thepris 
oners ; but during the debate threats 
had been used that unless the prison 
ers are released there would be no fail- 
trial of the land bill. This sort of lan- 
guage could certainly have no force in 
consideration of the government's duty. 
It was not by defiant speeches nor the 
tone adopted by those who pointed 
across the Atlantic as the land from 
which the woes of Ireland would be 
assuaged, that the government would 
be induced to accelerate by one day 
the opening of prison doors. The par- 
amount duty of the government was 
preservation of law and order. But he 
saiil that he fully adhered to the de- 
claration of Forster that he would nev 
cr be the conscious instrument to un- 
necessary coercion. Darnell's motion 
that the coercion act has not been ad- 
ministered in accordance with pledges 
of ministers when they induced parlia- 
ment to suspend the constitution was 
rejected, 83 to 30. 

The Times says that the failure of 
negotiations with France for a new 
commercial treaty must result in a 
serious curtailment of our trade with 
her. A good fifth part of her foreign 
trade will be annihilated by her own 
act and along with it, cordiality and 
good will which a profitable trade does 
much to establish and maintain, 

An official noto was published here 
to-day. After stating that France had 
no option to break off negotiations 
with England for a new commercial 
treaty, it concludes as follows : We 
hope, nevertheless, that the disagree- 
ments only temporary, and as there 
is ample time to treat before expira- 
tion of the old treaty in November, 
that a solutionwill be found of a nature 
to satisfy interest with the two great 
countries who have equal need nf each 
other. 

London, Aug. l'J. — In the commons 
yesterday Chief Secretary for Ireland 
Forstor, during debate on a motion to 
go into supply,stated that he had made 
an analysis of subscriptions to the fund 
of the land league with the following 
results: Total receipts this year, .K10,- 
707, of which .£-1300 was" from the 
Irish World. Other American subscrip- 
tions amount to j£ '1133-1, and there 
were from Great Britain L'Ml and from 
Ireland ,£1G2. 

Cowles, Lewis and Allen, of the Cur 
nell university crew, claim that the 
other members of the crew sold their 
race with the Austrian crew al Vienna 
on the 18th iust. 

Cotoas'K, Aug. 19. — At the Inter 



national law conference to-day David | 
Dudley Field introduced a resolution | 
that it is desirable in extradition trea- 
ties where political crimes are excepted 
that provisions bo inserted that neither 
assassinations' nor attempted assassina ; 
tion as a means to affect change of gov- 
eminent or redress of grievances shall , 
bo excepted as a political crime within 
the meaning of the treaty, and that the 
privilege of asylum be denied the per- 
petrators of any such crime. Field says 
that it was .the feeling among Ameri- 
cana, that assassination should be stamp- 
ed out. Several delegates supported 
the resolution, which was carried by 
acclamation. 

Paris, Aug. 10. — Floquet and Lock- 
roy attempted to address a meeting at 
Charronne, but were prevented by 
noise and disturbance. 

Marseilles, Aug. 19. It now ap 
pears that the disaster attending the 
bull tight here on Sunday last resulted 
in the death of .7 persons and the. 
wounding of oG. 

Tl'NIS, Aug. 19. — The country is in 
a most dangerous state. Many bands 
of deserters and Arabs are collecting 
and telegraph wires are cut in all di- 
rection. 

London, Aug. L'0. — In the commons 
last night during the debate on the 
vote for salary of the chief secretary of 
Ireland, Darnell said that he thought 
Forster more detested by a large body 
of the Irish people than any of his 
predecessors on account of the mode in 
which he administered not only the 
coercion act but the general law of the 
country. With regard to the future he 
said that if the land bill brought about 
a substantial abatement of rent, the 
Irish people he thought would make 
the la;.^t of it, and would use it as an 
instrument for attainment or a com 
[dote land reform. Dawson, Redmond 
and Barry, Irish members, joined in 
condemning Forster. The language 
was more or less strong. Barry de 
dared that Forsters name was held in 
execration, and that he had worked 
' the coercion act to stifle thcland league. 
' Parnell severely critcized the recent 
! crown prosecutions. Healy and others 
sharply attacked the conduct of Irish 
stipendiary magistrates. Irish esti- 
mates have been disposed of with the 
exception of five items. Among these 
I is the vote for the constabulary. 
• London, Aug. -0. — In the commons 
; this afternoon Darnell's motion for 
I release of Davitt was defeated G- to 
10. The house then resumed consi- 
deration of business in committee of 
supply. If the house is unable to con 
. elude the business of supply to ilav 
parliament cannot be prorogued «u the 
'J7th inst. 

St. Petehshlrc, Aug. '20. — A cor- 
respondent says that the police have 
I recently traced a gigantic conspiracy 
j for tampering with the army, in which 
. men of high position, including four 
I colonels of the line, were engaged. The 
plan was to introduce nihilist literature 
and to enforce most rigid discipline on 
the pretence that il was specially 
ordered by the czar. The peasantry 
are said to bo demoralized by nihilism, 
J and as common soldiers are drafted 
from the peasant ranks it is difficult 
to see how the loyalty and morale of 
the army can bo preserved. The rave- 
! lations of the alleged Leo Hartman, 
1 which have been published in New 
York and cabled to Europe, are ludi- 
crously inaccurate, and although Rus 
j sian officials do not pretend to say that 
ho is not its America they deny the 
truth of his story. 

Siberiakoff has determined after all 
not to send the steamer A. E. Norden 
skjold, to the assistance of the Oscar 
j Dickson and the Hookaml, frozen up 
I last winter in the gulf of Obi. He has

; as to his age, sex and origin.

The chairman made a few remarks on 
the bonelits that would accrue from the 
formation ef such an association and ho 
thought that the time had fully come to 
inaugurate one. 

Mr. Drummond moved " That it is de- 
sirablo to form an agricultural and horti- 
cultural association to be called tho Bri- 
tish Columbia exhibition." 

Mr. C. Oowen, in seconding tho reso- 
lution, thought that the old society was 
not yet defunct; but he was ready to 
associate himself with this one if the 
other was really not in existence. 

Mr. James Fell would also assist in 
forming a new association if it wore start- 
ed on a proper basis and by the Tight 
men. He considered that the Btuall agri- 
cultural fairs that had been hold in dif- 
ferent parts of tho island woro more or 
less of failures, and that the government, 
instead of assisting those district socie- 
ties, should apply the funds to the can v- 
ing out of an annual provincial exhibition. 

The resolution was carried. 

A committee of live, consisting of 
Messrs. .1. W. Williams, M. P. P., J. 1). 
Pumherton, W. J. Jeifree, C. fiowen and 
J. S. Drummond, M. P. P., were then 
elected to draft a constitution and by 
laws and to report to a future meeting. 

It was then moved, seconded and car- 
ried that an agricultural and horticultural 
exhibition be held on the I St li of October 
and two following daya. 

Meeting adjourned till next Friday 
ei filing at 8 o'eb ek.

Steamship Los Angeles arrived at Na- 
naimo yesterday morning from the North 
and left at noon for Port Townsend via 
San Juan. She will be here this after- 
noon on her way to Portland. 

The Los Angeles will sail hence for 
Portland this evening or to-morrow morn- 
ing and will sail from Portland for Victoria 
on Wednesday, 31st inst. 

Tito Voto To-day. 

The vote on tho Public Landing By-law 
will take place to-day. The polls will 
open at 9 a.m. and close at 5 p.m. The 
agreement, which was satisfactory before, 
bus been improved by the importation of 
a clause which requires Mr. iates to pro 
ceed with tho erection of a warehouse on 
the lot adjoining the landing within a 
stipulated period. The ratepayers will 
consult their interests by voting for the 
by-law. With reference to tho remarks 
uf our correspondent "Alpha," wo learn 
that two legal opinions have been taken 
as to whether the vote to day should be 
by open vote or by ballot. Mr. Drake 
and Mr. Theo. Davie, after consulting t he 
Acts, both say that the voting should bo 
open. Ratepayers may therefore ap 
proach tho polls to-day in full confidence 
that their decision will settle the 
matter once and for all. 

Thk Customs Gatii. — Hon. Macken- 
zie Bowel] was at Montreal the other day 
investigating a form of oath which has 
given Montreal merchants a good deal of 
uneasiness. The principal cause complain- 
ed of is as follows : — "That the prices 
named in the said invoice of tho goods 
mentioned in this bill of entry now pre- 
sented by me are net prices and exhibit, 
to my personal knowledge, the fair mar- 
ket value of the said goods for consump- 
tion at the time and place of exportation 
to Canada, etc.'' Merchants claim that 
they havo no means of knowing with 
enough certainty to justify them in taking 
an oath what the current prices are. Mr. 
Bowell promised that he would give the 
matter complained of his earnest consid- 
eration.

THE TALE FIRE. 

A Graphic and Spiritod Doscriptioa, 

An eye-witness has favored us with the 
undergiven account of the recent great 
fire at Yale, after having described the 
property destroyed, which we eliminate 
from the letter: — 

" It was a bright but not, very hot after- 
noon, with a gentle, steady breeze blowing 
up river, just enough to give the closely- 
packed houses into possession of the (tames. 
The whole block was wooden exeepi Dp- 
penheimer's former store and the lockup. 
Tho tire, on getting ahead, soon burned 
the Caledonia saloon, and as it proceed 
ed steadily northward, enveloping house 
after house and crossing the street to tho 
houses on the river bank, the seem- was 
very remarkable. There did n : ip;>e:ir 
to bo any adequate water supply r...r any 
organized means of , dealing with tho lire. 
Every one was naturally engaged in sav- 
ing his own property during the short 
time permitted by the rapid advance of 
tho flames. Goods and articles of every 
description were hurried into the at reel from 
the hoiiseBin tho lineof the Ground also far 
from it. White men, Chinamen, Indians, 
men, women and children, rushed to and 
fro, perspiring and with eager faces. 1 
could describe many odd scenes, did space 
permit. The dosolate doctor eyeing his 
two jars of the Infallible on the sidewalk, 
and the beaming old Indian tvomr.n with 
a whole armful of delicious, forbidden 
bottles, would have pleased an unconven- 
tional artist. House furniture of all kinds, 
tho contents of barrooms, of clothing 
shops, saddlers' shops, produce shops, and 
the thousand and one commodities of 
residents and travellers were piled con- 
fusedly in the street. Billiard tables, 
bedsteads and bed furniture, looking 
glasses and mirrors, pots and pans, but- 
tles of all kinds of liquor, drugs and 
drapery, heaps of clothing, carpotit, boots | 
and shoes, saddles and bridles, rice 
grain andflrlour, all were oiled there or ' 
ratner llung together in a line extending 
for several hundred yards. Most of these 
articles, as the tire was seen to be advanc- 
ing along the river hank, were afterwards 
lugged down to the beach, but not in 
timo to save a large quantity from being 
burned in the street. Scores of people 
in the back streets carried the contents 
of their houses up into the bush or 
deposited them on the railway ballast- 
ing trucks. Several denizens of Front 
street conveyed their belongings higgled)' - 
piggedly in waggons as far as across Yale 
Creek where I saw them heaped up. There 
was no doubt reason for t ins general alarm 
as it depended entiroh upon the wind 
whether the lire would ravage everything 
as far as that creek. Your readers will 
sympathize with the worthy citizens who 
have lost their property or been disturb- 
ed in their avocation by this calamitous 
visitation. Apart from the very painful 
interest of the scene it w as one not soon 
to be discarded from memory. There was 
a mass of light, beautiful, greedy flame 
from the steamboat lauding to Oppcn- 
heimer's private house, licking the ground 
at its place of starting, then streaming 
through skeleton houses that were de- 
voured, except the uprights, from which 
latter the (ire long fluttered in fringes-; 
next it loaped upon roofs further on, flow- 
ed exultingly into and over tho California 
House and as it touched the high build- 
ing containing Barnard's stables, the 
mass of lire was then drawn up into the 
air by the indraught at the corner of the 
block and its edges vanished in gleams 
amid the overhanging smoke. The roar 
ing of tho fire was like the sea, and inter- 
mit tingly the crack of exploding oil cans 
and loaded guns and pistols, as well as 
the unmistakeable splufl'aud bang of ignit- 
ed powder (probably in tlasks or small 
quantities) were occasionally heard. Few 
people in town knew that 500 kegs of 
black powder had just been landed from 
tho steamboat when the fire broke out, 
and were lying on the beach not many 
yards in a straight line from the flames. 
These were quietly andqtiickly removed to 
a secure place. The safety of the block 
to tho South having been assured by the 
successful defence of the Cascade [louse, 
the next point of interest was whether the 
lire would cross the side .street at Bar- 
nard's stables and attack the block to the 
north. Men watched its course anxiously 
in that quarter. Happily the wind 
changed a little, and it became apparent 
that no further progress of the tire was to 
be feared. The great blaze was now at 
Oppcnheiiner's private house and the 
government buildings. These were soon 
destroyed, and were the last victims 
claimed by the Fire Demon on this oc 
casion. The homeless sought beds, and 
about V o'clock p.m. many people were 
seen carrying articles back to their Ionises. 
At ten, the night was calm, with soft 
starlight. A huge column of flamy smoke 
rose into tho air from the natural amphi- 
theatre in which the little town stands 
emblem, in its own evanescence, of the 
futile human labour, the balllud hopes 
and ruin at its feet. The town was quiet 
and orderly after the lire had abated, 
notwithstanding the excitement produced 
by its suddenness and progress. Mr. | 
Dewdney, Mr. Deighton, J. P., and 
others did everything that was possible j 
and were seconded by Mr. Hoycruft, as- 
sistant government agent, who is equal 
to all emergencies. A small force of 
about 20 special constables was organised, | 
but their services were scarcely required. 
This happy circumstance is much to tho 
credit of the population, and is largely 
duo also to the wise practical action of 
Mr. Pearson, J. P., who personally 
visited the various saloons to suggest the 
closing of their bars after the ev ening a 
suggestion which the owners of these 
establishments readily adopted. The 
heartiness with which men worked to 
help others in saving their property was 
indeed noticeable. Mow comes it, we 
may ask, that amidst a population with Bo 
much zeal, intelligence, self Control and 
regard for the common interest, 
the fire, nevertheless, had its 
own way from the beginning / A little 
pro-organization fur dealing effectively 
with fire, a disciplined hook and ladder 
company, or even a line of bucket men 
under some command, might have stopped 
this lire in its early stage, and saved, per- 
haps, two thirds of the loss. In the ab- 
sence of water supplies and an effective 
organization, it was a case here, with 
most people, on this occasion of "The 
Devil lake tho Hindmost." The lesson 
from all this is so stale that ii. need not 
be repeated. 

Assault on a Stka.muoat Oavtaw. — A 
day or two ago at Westminster Capt. Moore, 
of tho steamer Western Slope, while walk- 
ing along the front street was set upon by 
a drunken ruffian and knocked down. The 
captain, who was taken quite unawares, 
was not much hurt; but one of his stal- 
wart sons followed the fellow into a saloon 
where he had sought shelter, dragged him 
out by the scruff of tho neck, and was 
about to build a three-story head upon 
his shoulders when a policeman appeared 
and carried the ruffian to gaol.

THE "CTNEXPLOEED LAND. 
Lottor from Ono of tho Explorers, 

Bear Lake, July 10. 

We left Victoria on 1st June and reach- 
ed the Skeena on tho 5th. After secur- 
ing a canoe and four Indians we started 
for the forks on the 7th. In consequence 
of encountering water at its highest stage 
we had to romain >vor for live days and 
did not arrive at .he forks till the 20th. 
Here we obtained all the information 
possible about the country and tho parts 
of it that had not been prospected, and 
concluded to' try .the headwaters of the 
Sestout river and the Bear Lake country^ 
as this appeared to be the only portion 
that had not been explored by white men. 

From what I hive seen of this section 
of British Columbia I think a good deal 
of it. As we can romain a month later in 
the valley of the Skeena in tho fall than 
here we are trying this section first. 
Left the forks on the 20th June with 8 
Indians, pack ing, lOOlbs. each, and reach- 
ed lake Tatla oh the 7th July and Bear 
Lake on the 15th, iu a canoe with two 
Indians, by way of Driftwood river. Hero 
we hired two Indians that knew the coun- 
try for three months at 825 per month 
and board. The party has SOOths. of pro- 
visions at this point and (lOOlbs. at Hayel- 
ton. One of the men, Mr. Irving, was 
taken sick at the forks, where he had to 
be left, since which time we have not 
heard from him. He hired an Indian in 
his place, and as soon as ho is able he and 
an Indian w ill prospect by way id the 
Kisskargass route and join us at Bear 
Lake. There is an II. 'B. Co.'s pest here 
in charge of Mr. Bird, and we intend to 
make this the base .if our supplies for (he 
season. 

The water is iiu« pretty well down and 
therefore favorable for prospecting. To- 
morrow morning Sylvas, myself and tho 
two Indians will star! out for some creeks 
20 miles northeast of this place, and 
whenever we are short of provisions we 
wil! send "lie of them back to the post 
for supplies. Iu tin-, manlier we expect 
tu keep on prospecting. As the country 
abounds In game ami fish we shall re- 
plenish our lardt'i considerably in this 
way. 

Wo are much indebted to Mr. Charles 
Yoemans oi tiayelton, and Mr. Bird of 
the H. 0. Co., lor many services render- 
ed and for much valuable information 
about the country. 

There are about Iim Indians who make 
this lake t heir home, ami a dirtier lot I 
have never seen. Father HI. indict of the 
R. C. missions is here at present; but it 
is uphill woik doing anything with them. 
Stili the self-denying father seems hope- 
ful. The Nihaui9 from the head of Stic 
keen river tfeft Stiekamis from 100 
miles east 4?" $£Sft come once a year to 
haw a talk #UJ> liim and to dispose of 
their furs and trade at i he post. 

Father Blanchet leaves to-murrow 
morning for the lower country and ho has 
kindly promised to take down ibis letter. 
Next time 1 write I hope to have some 
encouraging news. J.

Surveyor Orneral Pemberton's official 
map of 1801 both show lGfoet written 
and measured as the w idth of the city 
landing. There is thus a discrepancy 
of 21 years which is rather awkward 
for Mr. Carey to get over. 

Mr. Toideniann, the surveyor who 
made tho map under the supervision of 
Mr. Pearse, says the map has not been 
altered, and the committee of the City 
Council who thoroughly investigated 
the map reported that tho landing i. 
only 10 feet and that the map had not 
boon altered. 

Mr. Carey says that llieeity will have 
Id a wharf and roadway for Mr. 
Yates. Being unwilling to think Mr. 
C. "tricky," and his statements being 
at variance with facts, I am forced to 
think him ignorant of the subject about 
which ho has written, and expect that 
on bis being correctly informed, as 
follows, he will concentrate his ener 
gies for the improvement of the city 
and not onlv vote but work for the ex- 
change:

WiXJiirEu, Aug. 29. — Superintend- 
ent Stickney, of the O. P. 1!., has or 
dered for the mad 1,000 flat cars, :},">0 
box cars, 200 stock cars, 150 cabooses, 
lf> first class ears, I t second class cars, 
11 baggage, 10 locomotives, 2 lool cars, 
1 pile driver, b* sleepers and two der 
ricks. Although the manufacturers are 
crammed with orders special exertions 
will be made to fill this out-. Contracts 
for grading to the amount of SJOO,000 
have been let on the western part of 
the road, within the past few days. 
This includes sixteen miles at the east 
end of Portage La Prairie air line, the 
remainder being east of Brandon. Con 
tracts have been let on tho southern ex 
tension, from Scratching river lo the 
international boundary and on the 
Pembina Mountain branch as far west 
as Calf Mountain. Two hundred and 
fifty men and 150 tennis are at work 
on these branches and the number will 
be rapidly increased. By winter 100 
miles of new road on the ' '. P. R. will 
have been completed. Mr. Secret an, 
C.E.,will locate the line this season as far 
as Moose Jaw Creek; Mr. Barclay, O. 
E., thence to South Saskatchewan, and 
C'has. Shaw, C. E., to Fort Calgary. 
The Rockies are likely to be crossed by 
the IIow.se branch surveys of the As 
sinboine branch starting at twenty 
miles east of Brandon and running 
north westerly towards Touchwood 
Hills and of the Saskatchewan branch 
running from the forks of the t L 'u' Ap 
pelle to Edmonton, w hich are tn be pro 
cceded with immediately.

An Intorosting Lottor iiom Captain 
Hoojsr of tho Thos. Cor win. 

I Seattle Post.l 

Wasiux'o tos, Aug. 22. —Captain 
Hooper, of the revenue marine steamer 
Corwin, in a private letter dated St. 
Michaels, July 7th, says: 

We arrived hereon the lib, anil go 
north to-morrow. I learned from In- 
dians yesterdajr that a partv of pros 
peetors are in Galowin bay, north side 
of Nortonsound, and will call there and 
interview them on their way north. I 
have taken on board an extra lot of 
provisions for winter, if wo should be 
compelled to remain so long. While 
absent ou our last cruise I left a boat 
swain and two men on west Dwinde 
island to take the current observations, 
but the sea was so bail they could not 
launch their boat, so I took them back 
on board. We may have opportunity 
to do something from here. We go to 
Kotsebul sound and will take a run up 
rivers in the steam cutter, and then go 
north as far as we can on the Ameri- 
can thore. I will leave a party at the 
coal mine on the way up the coast and 
let them get out what they can while 
we are gone. August 18th, L go west 
and south to see what we can lind. The 
ice is light and we have had lots of heavy 
blows to break it up, so I hope to get 
well north in August ami September. 
So far, I think, we have done pretty 
well. We have discovered relics of one 
of the missing whalers, have heard 
from the natives definitely that noth- 
ing has been heard of any one belong- 
ing to the J canUte on the Siberian 
coast, and in addition to this we have 
discovered an island not laid down on 
the chart, near Cape Senile. The In- 
dians up the Yukon are getting worse 
all the time, and will undoubtedly 
make trouble before long, if not pun- 
ished.
